TATTOO GIVES BANDIT AWAY 


Shooting Paper Pellets for Sport Die 
closes Identity to Detective 

Paris, France. — The Paris police 
have captured the notorious bandit 
named Lacombe, who since December 
1911, has been actively sought for in 
every part of France. 

His arrest was due to the chance 
presence in the Boulevard de la Vil- 
lette of two young inspectors who 
were loitering in the district fair. As 
they passed a show outside which two 
men were boxing, their attention was 
attracted by an onlooker who was 
shooting little ,aper pellets at the 
boxers. © As his hand shot forward 
one of the detectives noticed between 
the thumb and the index finger a 
heart tattooed. 

Suddenly he recollected that the de- 
scription of Lacombe mentioned a 
heart tattooed on the right hand, and 
drew his comrade’s attention. Both 
had a good look at the man, and after 
a hurried conference one of the in- 
spectors fetched Police Commissary 
Duponnois. When they were certain 
from a photograph that the man was 
Lacombe, the three police officers 
closed round him, seized his arms and 
pulled them behind him. The pris- 
oner made a quick movement reach 
his coat pocket, but he was too late. 
In his posses-ion were two loaded re- 
volvers, two bombs containing the ex- 
plosive known 2s cheddite, and two 
fuses, 

The crimes with which Lacombe is 
charged include the murder of a fac- 
tory foreman at Decazevill2 two years 
ago, the killing of a ticket collector 
named Tharry at Les .Aubrais station 
near Orleans last September, the 
shooting of M. Cartier, postmaster at 
Bezona, in November, and the murder 
of Ducret in his lodgings at the office 
of the Anarchist journal L’Idee Libre 
in the Passage dé Clichy last Decem- 
ber. When interrogated by the exam- 
ining magistrate the bandit denied 
participation in the Decazeville crime, 
but confessed to committing the three 
murders at Les Aubrais, Bezona and 
the Passage de Clichy. 

Lacombe suspected Ducret, a fellow 
anarchist, of having tried to betray 
him. Entering Ducret’s lodging at 
midnight, Lacombe menaced the man 
and his wife with two revolvers and 
kept them for six hours in a state of 
terror. As daylight was breaking 
he discharged both weapons fatally 
wounding Ducret, but missing the wo- 
man. Then he tool: to flight and 
eluded the police for three months.

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INNOCENT MAN CONVICTED 


Ruined Financlally b: Conviction He 
Leaves His Jall a Pauper 

Berlin. — The Berliner Mor 
genpost has obtained from the pros- 
alo proceedings of the Reichstag de 
tails of a case resembling that of 
Adolf Beck, of England, who received 
two king’s pardons and a grant of 
$25,000 for two wrongful convictions, 
under one of which he served the us- 
ual proportion of a sentence of seven 
years’ penal servitude, 

A Thuringian tannery owner named 
August Brehm was convicted in 1892 
of burning down his factory for the 
purpose of securing the insurance 
money and .s sentenced to five years 
ponal servitude. He was released aft- 
er four years on account of his good 
behaviour. A year or two later he 
succeeded in establishing his inno- 
cence. 

The petitions committee of the 
Reichstag, before whose attention 
Herr Brehm succeeded after fifteen 
years’ effort in bringing his case, has 
now recommended the Government to 
revise the laws providing indemnifi- 
cation for persons wrongfully con- 
victec. 

Herr Brehm at the time of his con- 
viction had an estate of $100,000, As 
soon as he was arrested his creditors 
took possession of his properties and 
he left prison a pauper. Attempts to 
secure an indemnity from the local au- 
thorities resulted in a judgment in his 
favor for $565. 

Herr Brehm refused this tmount. 
In the meantime the authorities seized 
half of it as the cost of the proceed- 
ings against Lim, and the balance was 
attached by his creditors. Herr 
Brehm is now sixty-five years of age.

PHONES FOR CONSTANTINOPLE 


Invasion of Modern Ideas to Follow 
That of the Balkan Powers 
Constantinople, Turkey.— ‘Hello! 
Are you 25 Pera? I want to speak to 

the sultan, please!’ 

The above will doubtless be one of 
the first calls put through in Con- 
stantinople this autumn, when a new 
revolution, every whit as far reaching 
as the present political upheavals, 
will take }!ace. The revolution will 
be no less than the instalation of a 
complete telephone service in the 
Turkish capital for the first tlme in 
its venerable history. 

The company responsible for the 
instalation is tuc Societe Anonyme Ot- 
tomane des Tolephones de Constanti- 
| nople. The backbone of the new 
Turkish company is formed by high 
officials and a large number of the 
staff of the National Telephone Com- 
pany, of London, who with the taking 
over of the British telephone service 
by the government, sought and obtain- 
ed new outlets for their energies. 

Stanley J. Goddard, th eformer gen- 
eral superintendent of the National, 


ish company, while Douglas Watson, 
former district superintendent 
Glasgow is director general and secre- 
tary. 

Nearly twenty exchanges with con-| 
siderably more than 5000 lines, will be 
opened in greater Constantinople, on 
either bank of the Bosporus, including 
| lines between Stamboul and Pera, be- 
| neath the Golden Horn, and connect- 
| ing four of the Princess islands in the 
sea of Marmora with the mainland. 

Two of th emany difficulties con- 
|fronting the telephone pioneers in 
| Constantinople are as follows: 
Cosmopolitan speech of subsertb- 
| ers. French, Arabic or Turkish, 
Greek, Armenian, English and German | 
are all spoken in Constantinople. | 
This difficulty has been solved by | 
sending a bevy of girl linguists from 
Constantinople to London, where they | 
have been taught the telephone busi- 
ness.

FARMERS LOSE 
BY GRAIN MIXING 


Facte Brought Out at Grain Investl- 
gation at Minneapolis Show That 
Elevator Companies are Large Gain- 
ere Through Boing Allowed to Mix 
Wheat.—Scandals Attached to In- 
vestigation—Sample Market and 
Mixing go Hand in Hand, 

In the «ecent investigation by the 
legislature of Minnesota into methods 
of grain selling and handling some 
neon interesting facts were brought 
out. 

The committec appointed by the state 
senate had before it last Saturday the 
heads of the department of grain in- 
spection and took sworn testimony of 
tho chief clerk of the chief inspector 
of the state as well ss that of the 
chief inspector, The close relation 
that exist between the sample 
market and the system of mixing by 
elevator companies, which is permit- 
ted by the laws of Minnesota was em- 
phasized. 

Tables were shown giving the num- 
ber of bushels of wheat .: various 
grades received at the Minneapolis 
elevators and the number of bushels of 
the same grade which was shipped 
out of the seme elevators. The tab- 
les showed the figures for a two-year 
period, beginning Septemb.: 1, 1910, 
and ending August 81, 1912. 

The fact that the Minneapolis eleva- 
tors received 15,571,515 bushels of No. 
1 Northern wheat during those two 
years and shipped out in the same 
period 19,978,777 and had on hand 
114,353 bushels, making a total of 20,- 
093,130 bushels, was brought out. As a 
result of the privilege of mixing the 
elevators had gainec 4,521,555 bushels 
of No. 1 Northern wheat from the low- 
er grades of wheat purchased from the 
farmers, 

The table of figures relating to the 
receipt and shipment of the various 
grades tell the whole story of the re- 
sults of the mixing privilege. The 
same cordition is found when the 
figures on No. 2 Northern area present- 
ed, even though the grain in this grade 
is not so large. During the two year 
period the Minneapolis elevators re- 
ceived 20,414,584 bushels oi No. 2. On 
August 31, 1912, they had shipped out 
22,242,410 busheis and still had on 
hand 61,648 bushels, making a total of 
22,294,094 bushels, or a gain of 1,880,- 
610 bushels. 

When the tables on No. 3, No. 4, 
“rejected” and “no grade” wheat were 
explained it was easily shown where 
the grain in No. 1 and No. 2 came 
from, In the last four instances 
there was a loss in the _ elevators. 
There were 9,777031 bushels of No, 
8 received during the two years. The 
shipments amounted to 7,664,232 and 
on August 31, 1912 the elevators had 
on hand 140,624 bushels. The total 
of No. 3 wheat, either shipped or on 
hand, was 7,804,856 bushels. . There 
was a loss in No. 8 grade of 1,972,- 
175 bushels. 

In No. 4 grade the elevators re- 
ceived 2,812,653 buske-; and shipped 
out 624,433 bushels. The loss in this 
grade was 2,188,220 bushels. 

The “rejected’ wheat tables show- 
ed the same condition. In this case 
there were 1,175,513 bushels received 
and 621,773 bushels shipped out, mak- 
ing a loss of 553,740 bushels. 

But it was in the “no grade” class 
where the largest loss appeared, Here 
4,695,565 bushels were received. At 
the end of the two year period 1,000,945 
bushels had been shipped and there 
)3 bushels, making a 
total of shipped and on hand of 1,250,- 
338 bushels and leaving 3,445,227 bush- 
els entirely unaccountc for. 

Cases of individual'y owned eleva- 
tors were also cited to the senate com- 
mittee. One of these had received 


| 216,142 bushels of No. 4 wheat and at 


the end of the two year period had not 
shipped out one bustel of this grade 
and did not have on» bushel on hand. 
In other words, every 
grade, the grade for which the farm- 
er was paid, was mixed and came out 
in the No. 1 and No-thern 
grades, the grade for which the ele- 
vator owner sold it. 

The elev:.tor : en who have testi- 
fied before th. senate committee and 
the house committee have argued that 
the grain which they make by being 
allowed to 11x is largely offset in the 
cost of the mixing process. This 
fact is vigorously disputed by James 
A. Manahan, counsel for the house 
committee, recently elected congress- 
man-at-large for the state of Minne- 
sota. Mr. Manahan’s contention ts 
that the farmer is the loser by many 
millions every year under the present 
system, 

“When the elevator companies buy 
the wheat they give the farmers the 
prices prevailing that, day for No. 2, 
8 “rejected” cr “no grade’ said Mr. 
Manahan at one of the sessions. “On 
that same day, these sar-2 elevator 
companies sell a future on No. 1 and 
2 for practically that same amount. 
Their experience has taught them that 
they can mix tho lower grades so as 
to fill the future order with No. 1 and 
2. On that very day they make a 
profit ranging from the price they paid 
for the lower grades and the price for 
which they sell the future on No, 1 
and No. 2. In my opinion this nets 
them a profit amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. True it is 
that there is some expense in the mix- 
ing process but even so I believe that 
the elevator man is making an enor- 
mous profit, a profit way out of pro- 
portion.” 

F. W. Eva, chief of the grain inspec- 
tion department, when asked regarding 
the relation of the system of mixing 
with the sample market, said: “A sam- 
ple market would be of no value with- 
out the privilege of mixing. The two 
go hand in hand. 1 believe that the 
elevator men, having the privilege of 
mixing, ca.. pay @ premium for the 
upper level o1 the grade.”

Impressive Part Played by the Sofa 
In German Households. 


The importance of the sofa in mark- 
ing social distinctions in Germany 


always astonishes the stranger in the | 


fatherland. Among Germans of the 
more comfortable class, those who live 
from generation to generation in the 
same house, every piece of furniture 
has its own history and makes its own 
associations; but it is always the sofa 
that is given the prominent place in a! 
room. B fore it usually stands a round 
or oval table. 

Should there be callers at the aver- 
eee German house, there ensues a 
certain dignified commotion. Should 
a caller, a woman of lower social 
standing than the mistress of the 
house, arrive, she must take a chair, 
while the hostess sits alone on the 
sofa. Should the visitor be of higher 
degree, however, the matter will be 
otherwise decided. 

This method of distinction reaches 
its highest point when there is a tea 
party of Kaffecklatsch (coffee gossip); 
for then the oldest woman with the 
biggest title, must sit on the sofa, and 
the next in rank occupies the place 
nearest her. 

As the proudest usually arrives lat- 
est, a general stir is likely to take 
place. For if the Frau Doktorin, the 
wife of a physician or scholar, is sit- 
ting on the sofa, she must vacate her 
position should a Frau Professorin 
appear. The Frau Majorin, or wife 
of a major, may be throughly enjoy- 
ing the seat of honor; but she must 
yield it without hesitation when the 
Frau Generalin comes in. The whole 
company rise in such an event to do 
honor to the distinguished guest, and 
there must necessarily follow a gen- 
eral readjustment of places. 

Neither unmarried men nor very 
young women can expect to enjoy the 
privilege of sitting on a German sola. 

The piece of furniture that stands 
next in honor of the sofa is the easy- 
chair, which is sometimes called Sar- 
genstuhl, or chair of cares.

But 
the Sargenstuhl is, so to speak, for 
domestic and personal use only; the 
sofa is the part of the entire social 
framework never to be carelessly re- 
garded.

“COL. ARTHUR PERCY SHERWOOD 
HAS RISEN TO THE TOP. 


The Chief of the Dominion Service 
Has Achieved Celebrity Since He 
Left the Ottawa Department and 
Became the Guardian of Visiting 
Royalty—Has Been Active Also In 
the Militia. 


Lieut.-Col. Arthurs Perey Sherwood, 
now chief of the Dominion police, was, 
formerly chief of police of Ottawa and 
was appointed to the latter post April 
6, 1879, the same day that Chief Lan- 
grell resigned. Chief Sherwood acted 
as head of the Ottawa police force for 
three years. Under his regime the 
force consisted of 24 constables, a 
sergeant-major, two sergeants and a 
chief detective and an assistant. He 
resigned on October 7, 1882, to accept 
the position of chief of the Dominion 
police force. While in charge of the 
Ottawa force he displayed splendid 
energy and ability and introduced

many reforms and was a most ener- 
getic and competent official. 

He has been superintendent and 
commissioner of the Dominion force 
ever since and has charge in this ca- 
pacity of the seeret service work of 
Canada. He was thanked by order in 
council in October, 1893, for work 
rendered in connection with the Behr- 
ing Sea arbitration and also specially 
mentioned by King George in con- 
nection with the trip through Canada 
when His Majesty visited this country 


as Duke of Cornwall and York. In 
1991 our subject was created a 
C.M.G. and in 1902 M,V.O. and in 


1908 made an honorary A.D.C. to the 
Governor-General. He is president of 
the Canadian Military Rifle League 
and was the first president of the 

Ottawa Canoe Club, president of the 

Ottawa Summer Carnival and Old 

Boys’ Reunion. 

He has been active in the militia 
for years, has held every office of hon- 
jor in fhe Forty-third Rifles and was 
commandant in 1898. Since 1906 he 
| has been in command of the Eighth 
| Rifle Brigade. 

In 1903 he was commandant of the 
Bisley team and has rendered very 
special service to the crown in con- 
| nection with both visits to Canada of 
| King George. He is one of the most 
| popular citizens of the capital and a 
| man of splendid executive ability and 

of genial and kindly manner and 
| withal a splendid disciplinarian. 


Costly Furs. 


London is one of the great fur mar- 
kets of the world, and it is claimed 
that a year’s auction sales in that city 
often amount to more than twenty 
million dollars
